claim for benefits under the 1% 
Fund. This claim was refused 
on the ground that, although 
the relator was totally and per- 
manently disabled he had fail- 
ed to present sufficient evid- 
ence from which to reach a 
finding that at the time of the 
accident relator was totally dis- 
abled as a result of the accident 
and from other cause, and con- 
cluded that relator did not come 
within the provisions of the 1% 
Fnd. 

The relator thereupon seeks a 
writ of mandamus directing 
payment to him of benefits from 
the 1% Fnd. 

The court held that the pur- 
pose of the legislature im enact- 
ing for the 1% Fund was to 
help rehabilitate injured em- 
ployees by work. There is in 
the statute no words of express 
limitation to the time for 
application for benefits. There- 
fore it must be at the time 
application could be made for

Dairymen’s League Co-operative 
Assn 200 Atl. Rep. 493, Deputy 
Commissioner John J. Stahl 
very ably stated the rule applic- 
able to this case that an acci- 
dent occurs out of and in the 
course of employment “if it oc- 
curs while the employee is doing 
what a man so employed may 
reasonably do within a time 
during which he is employed 
and at a place, where he may 
reasonably be during the time 
to do that thing. The accident, 
in order to arise ‘out of’ the em- 
ployment must be of such na- 
ture the risk of which might 
have been contemplated by a 
reasonable person when enter- 
ing the employment, as inciden- 
tal to it. A risk is incidental to 
the employment when it belongs 
to or is connected with what a 
workman has to do in fulfilling 
his contract of service”’. 

The rule, that an accident oc- 
curing to an employee, away 
from the employer’s premises 
while going or returning from 
work does not arise out of and 
in the course of the employment 
has severally legally settled and 
determined exceptions, all of 
which are very succinctly stated 
in the opinion in the Rafferty 
case, supra. 

There are other decisions, 
in our own State and in the 

jurisdictions which settle 
rule of law and the excep- 
thereto. The decisions in 
yur State are set forth in the 
Rafferty opinion. In other juris- 
dictions there are the following 
cases. Lake v. City of Bridgeport, 
(Conn.) 28 A 782; Reisinger - 
Siehler Co. v. Perry (Md) 167 A 
51, Gibbs v. R. H. Macy & Co., 
Inc. 212 N. Y. S. 428, 242 N. Y. 
551, 152 N. E. 423. 

The Maryland Court dealt 
with a situation very much sim- 
ilar to the case at bar in the 
case of Reisinger-Siehler Co. v.

“It is well settled that ordin- 
arily employees who suffer 
injuries while going to and 
returning from their place of 
work, they are excluded from 
the benefit of this act, for 
it is held that they are not 
at that time rendering a ser- 


vice growing out of or inci- 
dental to their employment. 
But the foregoing rule is not’ 


absolute. Each case 
adjudged by the 


must be 
facts which 


are peculiarly its own. Indus- 
trial accidents are produced 
by so many varying circum- 


stances that it is rather un- 
usual to find any two or more 
cases that may be ruled by 
the same legal precedent.” 

The Court concludes by saying: 
“There was, we think, an im- 
plied agreement from the na- 
ture and character of em- 
ployment of the plaintiff in 
the performance of addition- 
al duties that this employ- 
ment was not to be restrict- 
ed to the time when he was 
at work at the store on such 
occasions. It was in the na- 
ture of an errand or mission 
in behalf of his employer and 
when so treated, his employ- 
ment commenced at the time 
when he left his home to go 
to the store, and ended when 
he returned to his home. 
“There is a tendency of the 
courts, indicated in more re- 
cent cases, to give to such 
compensation Acts an inter- 
pretation as broad and liberal 
in favor of the employee as 
their provisions will permit, 
in furtherance of the human 
purpose which prompted this 
enactment.” 

It appears quite clear from the 
testimony in this case that this 
petitioner’s employment proper- 
ly falls within the foregoing ex- 
ceptions.

CONFERENCE ON ECONOMICS OF LEGAL

Cooperation among bar associations holds the only hope for 
needed improvements in the profession. It is therefore hearten- 
ing to find the local chapters of the National Lawyer’s Guild 
following a recommendation of the American Bar Association for 
local bar associations to teckle the problem of the economics of 
the legal profession. An illuminating report on this subject was 
recently made public bv the Economics Committee of the Asso- 
ciation. The Guuld’s lecal chapters have invited practically every 
bar association in the state to participate in a regional confer- 
ence on this pressing problem to be held in the Council Chamber, 
City Hall, Newark on January llth. Such speakers as Isidor 
Lazarus of New York, Professor Karl N. Llewellyn of Columbia 
Law School, and Milton M. Unger of Newark, all men who through 
special studies and experiences are well versed in the elements 
of the problem and possible solutions, promise to make the even- 
ing one of more than ordinary importance to lawyers in this 
vicinity. Certainly these men, whose labors in this field have 
been entirely altruistic, deserves a capacity audience. Since the 
topic comes close to home to many lawyers in this state it may 
reasonably be expected that these will show sufficient interest 
to learn what can be done constructively to ameliorate present 
economic conditions of their profession.

Many complaints were received that the Employee’s Notice of 
Informal Hearing in the Workmen’s Compensation Bureau was 
still derogatory of the legal profession. This matter was again 
discussed with the Commissioner of Labor~ It was considered at 
the recent meeting held October 28, 1938 of the Workmen’s Com- 
pensation Board, at which the newly proposed rules of the Board 
were discussed. At this meeting, there were representatives of 
your Committee, the State Bar Committee on Section of Insurance 
Law, various Insurance Companies and Labor Organizations. Your 
Committee submitted for adoption a modification of the Em- 
ployee’s Notice of Informal Hearing and a rule to the effect that 
only an attorney at law or counsellor at law licensed to practice in 
the State of New Jersey shall act as attorney of record or appear 
and prosecute or defend any action in any formal hearing in the 
Workman’s Compensation Bureau. The Bureau has not yet made 
its decision as to the proposed rules. 

Since the last Annual Report of this Committee, the action 
of the Atlantic County Bar Association and others against Ullerich, 
a lay insurance adjuster, was tried and dismissed. Although the 
Court of Chancery reiterated its view as to what constitutes the 
practice of law, the Court held that in the case at issue the acts 
which the defendant committed, according to the proof, did not 
constitute the practice of law. The problem involving insurance 
adjusters is of national importance and is receivine th> earnest| 
consideration of the American Bar Association. A special confer- 
ence committee on adjusters was apnointed. It is composed of 
five representatives of the American Bar Association and five rep- 
resentatives of insurance interests. They have advised that com- 
plaints concerning insurance adjusters or attorneys handling in- 
surance claims will be referred to that Committee, and it will in- 
vestigate such complaints and recommend or take such action as 
is necesary to correct practices deemed contrary to the public in- 
terests. It will also seek the tull cooperation of the organizations 
which it represents in correcting practices condemned by the 


avoid varying requirements in each state. They further advise 
so many practical as well as technical questions to be considered 
and decided that no action will be taken until it is decided that 
the correct action should be, based on an intelligent knowledge 
and understanding of the facts as well as the legal principles 
involved. In the meantime, it seems desirable that local action 
be deferred until the Conference Committee has had a full op- 
portunity to reach a settlement of these issues. We recommend 
that the request of the Conference Committee should be respected. 
In the last Legislature, the Civil Penalty Statute relating to 
uhe unauthorized practice of law was not introduced because of 
negotiations between a special committee of our Association and 
a committee representing the realtors of the State. Those com- 
mittees prepared a code of principles and practices applicable to} 
real estate brokers and lawyers. At the last Annual Meeting of 
our Association, this code was approved, but the real estate brok- 
ers of the State have failed, as yet, to approve the same. Your 
Committee believes that the most simple and effective means to 
overcome the unauthorized practice of the law is the Civil Pen- 
alty Statute. We therefore recommend the introduction of such a 
statute in the next Legislature.

Report Of Criminal Procedure Committee

The Criminal Procedure Committee of the New Jersey State! 
Bar Association respectfully reports: } 
I. In order to obtain both an accurate and complete survey | 
of the way in which our Criminal Procedure was operating in the 
State, the Committee first communicated with Common | 
Pleas Court Judge and every County Prosecutor in the State, ask- | 
It then added the viewpoints of the| 
members of the Committee themselves, almost all of whom are, 
or have been, officials actively engaged in criminal procedure. 
The many suggestions thus received were thereupon studied by | 
the Committee, and specifically reported upon at a meeting held} 
in the chambers of the Chairman, which lasted practically all| 
day Saturday, December 3. As a result of this and subsequent | 
consideration by the Committee, the Committee makes the fol- 
lowing recommendations to the Association: 

1. It recommends the enactment of two 
cerning Grand Juries. 

a. The first of these empowers the presiding 

Supreme Court Justice in the county, at his dis- 

cretion, to extend the period of sessions of a 

Grand Jury which is considering extra-ordinary 

matters of public import, but is unable to complete 

the consideration of such matters before the end 

of their normal term. The need for this has been 

manifested within the past few years in several 

counties, particularly in the northern end of the 
state. The inability to extend their terms in such 
situations means a great loss of time and money, 
since a new Grand Jury, in order to complete the 
work of the old one, must duplicate a large 

amount of work already done by the earlier 

Grand Jury. The proposed Act further provides 

that the continued sessions of the extra-ordinary 

Grand Jury shall in no wise interfere with the 

calling of the new Grand Jury to consider the or- 

dinary cases. This is the procedure now adopted 
and found useful in New York State. The draft of 
the proposed statute is annexed hereto and 

marked Exhibit A 

b. The second recommended Act is essen- 
tially a corollary of the first, and merely provides 

for additional stenographic assistance, necessitat- 

ed when such an extra-ordinary Grand Jury is 

in session, in addition to the ordinary Grand 

Jury. A copy of this Act is annexed hereto and 

marked Exhibit B. 

2. Your Committee further unites in recommending 
certain new principles of criminal procedure. But the 
relatively recent appointment of the Coramittee has made 
it impossible for the Committee to draft such principles 
as yet in statutory or rule form. These principles are as 
follows: 

a. Defendant’s power to waive indictment 
alone, as distinguished from the present power to

While 
it is not clear that this waiver can not be entered 
without a supporting statute, such a statute is 
probably advisable in view of the intimations in 
State vs. Edwards, 45 N. J. L. 419 and O'Keefe vs. 
Moore, 60 N. J. L. 138. % 


b. The issuance of summons in appropriate 
cases in lieu of arrest. 

The Legislature has been extremely prolific in 
the creation of crimes. Not only a multitude of 
offenses, but of offenses of relatively insignificant 
character( now require that one charged with 
such offense shall be arrested with the conse- 
quent public disgrace, not to speak of the inter- 
ruption of his affairs, whether or not such offense 
is afterwards found in fact to have been commit- 
ted. In such cases, where in addition, there is 
no likelihood of the defendant’s seeking to flee 
the jurisdiction, this preliminary and unneces- 
sary hardship should be avoided. It can easily be 
avoided by the use of a summons as in civil cases, 
with a consequent penalty if such summons is not 
obeyed. 

In fact the above principles are now recog- 
nized in many of our police courts, which in fact 
do issue summonses, though same are without the 
slightest legal efficacy and constitute mere pieces 
of paper. But the law should not bluff. For not 
only may its bluff be called, but when it is known 
as a bluffer, it will fall into disrepute. Therefore, 
not to do injustice, and at the same time to up- 
hold the law itself, criminal summonses should 
be legally authorized in appropriate cases, much 
along the lines suggested in the model code of 
criminal procedure as drafted by the American 
Law Institute 


c. Simplification of appeals from disorderly 
persons proceedings and other summary convic- 
tions. At the present time the ends of justice 
are oft defeated due to defects, merely technical 
in character, not affecting the real merits of the 
case. These often result in the liberation of a 
“good and guilty” defendant. This can readily be 
remedied 

To do so the Committee recommends that an 
appeal in such proceedings be a trial de novo 
Where the hearing below was taken stenographic- 
ally, then such trial to be on such testimony, 
supplemented, if desired. Where the hearing below 
was not taken down stenographically, then the 
hearing to be on new oral testimony in the Ap- 
pellate Court. Thus the appeal will always be de- 
cidd upon the merits 


d. The revocation of the license of an auto- 
mobile owner or driver who was involved with his 
car in the commission of a penal offense or crime 
At the present time this result follows as to 
drunken driving and similar offenses against the 


provisions of the Motor Vehicle Act. But an auto- 
mobile is often used in robberies, kidnappings, and 
other crimes. If so used, with the consent of 
the owner or driver, clearly it is not safe for that 
man to own or operate another car for some time 
at least. While it might be possible to invest this 
power of revocation of license in the Sentencing 


Judge, the Committee thought it more advisable 
to vest this power of revocation in the authority 
which granted the license, particularly as such 
was a state centralized authority and would thus 
avoid confusion in the records. The Committee 
therefore favors a statute requiring a Judge or 
Magistrate to advise the Motor Vehicle Commis- 
sioner upon conviction of the defendant under 
such circumstances of the full material facts in 
that regard. The Commissioner has ample au- 
thority thereafter, under the present statute, to 
revoke the license. R. S. 2:160-1. 

This would aid in the endorsement of such a 
statute, since it specifically penalizes Magistrates 
or other public officers who fail to perform the 
duties imposed upon them. 

e. Finally the Committee 
greater uniformity in our criminal procedure, 
greater simplicity, greater flexibility. This it feels 
can be best attained by having mere matters of 
practice and procedure, as distinguished from 
matters of substantial right, determined for all 
the criminal courts by Supreme Court Rule. While 
there is authority for the viewpoint that the Su- 
preme Court has inherent power to adopt such 
rules, your Committee .recommends that such 
power be expressly covered by statute. It is in- 
teresting to note that rules of criminal procedure, 
governing the conduct of criminal cases after ver- 
dict, have already been fixed by the United States 
Supreme Court for the Federal District Courts 
throughout the nation since 1934 under a statute 
then enacted. U. S. Code Annotated, title 28, 
Section 721-3, 1938, pocket part, Section 723 (A). 
Such rules and the forms to effectuate them will 
be found there printed. In the December, 1938 
issue of the Journal of the American Judicature 
Society, Attorney General Cummings specifically 
recommends the broadening of such rules to cov- 
er procedure before verdict. 

The State of Washington has proceeded sim- 
ilarly. Indeed the Supreme Court of that state 
held that a statute which empowered it to enact 
Rules as to “pleading, practice, and procedure, to 
be used in all * * * proceedings” covered criminal 
as well as civil cases 

In the limited time at its disposal, the Com- 
mittee has of course been‘unable to comb all our 
criminal procedure to determine exhaustively in

what respects our practice lacks the desired uni- 
fomrity, simplicity, and flexibility. But one in- 
stance promptly comes to mind—that is, the utter 
lack of uniformity, and in a great many of our 
counties the extreme lack of simplicity, in the 
forms of our indictments. This lack of uniformity 
and simplicity creates unnecessary difficulties for 
the state, the defendant, the Judge, and the Jury. 
The Committee believes it to be symptomatic 
of the situation generally. 

f. Very recently a guilty verdict was set aside 
in the Essex County Common Pleas on the ground 
that husband and wife are one. In its opinion the 
court says: 

“It seems incongruous to assert that any 
vestige of this fiction remains in law in the 
face of the fact that husband and wife may 
constitute two of the twelve necessary to make 
up a jury, and may go to the polls and cast 
two votes. * * *” ‘ 

But the Court concludes that this common law fic- 
tion has not been abolished by the Legislature and 
still exists, adding: 

“It may be that the fiction of identity of 
husband and wife has outlived its usefulness 
and is long since outmoded, but so long as the 
Legislature has not seen fit to so declare it, 
it must remain part of the law of the state.” 

Clearly this incongruousness should be speedily 
terminated by legislative action, at least so far 
as the separate criminal responsibility of hus- 
band and wife are concerned. 

In submitting this report the Committee ac- 
cordingly recommends the Association’s approval 
of the two Grand Jury statutes annexed to its 
report and their consequent submission to the 
Legislative Committee for action accordingly. It 
recommends the Association’s approval of the 
principles stated in this report as to (a) defend- 
ant’s power to waive indictment alone, (b) the 
issuance of summonses in appropriate cases in 
lieu of arrest, (c) the simplification of appeals 
from summary convictions, (d) the court’s ad- 
vising the Motor Vehicle Commissioner of all 
convictions where New Jersey motor vehicles 
were involved, and (e) the wiping out in criminal 
law of the outmoded identity of husband and 
wife. It suggests that the Legislative Committee 
and the Criminal Procedure Committee be jointly 
authorized to draft statutes for introduction ac- 
cordingly. Finally as to the matter of unifying 
criminal practice by Supreme Court rule it de- w 
sires the viewpoint of the Association generally 
that it may, if its continuance is authorized, pur- 
sue its study of such matters, and of certian other fe 
matters not sufficiently complete to report upon 
at this time, so that it may report more completely 
at the next meeting of the Association.
